Contests for convention delegates 
in bo.h major parties are assured In 
Wisconsin and Illinois. The results 
are expected 
to gauge sentiment 
not only in those states but also 
in the neighboring 
ones. 
All 
are 
similar economically, having high­ 
ly 
industr.alized 
regions 
as 
well 
as extensive farming territory. 
Wisconsin will pick 24 delegates 
in its April 2 primary. A week later 
Illinois will choose 58 delegates, one 
of the largest blocs In the nation. 
Ohio’s primary comes on May 14. 
Indiana and Michigan choose dele­ 
gates at state conventions. 
The Wisconsin primary, binding 
on delegates, will test the relative 
strength of President Roosevelt and 
Vice President Garner in the Dem ­ 
ocratic ranks, and of Senator Van­ 
denberg and Thomas E. Dewey of 
New York on the Republican ticket.

Youth Is Arrested After 
Spike Is Found, 
Bolted to Rail 


WELLSVILLE, March 12—Sher­
